One honest man has spoken his say on tlc world 
financial depression. Montagu Norman, governor 
of the Bank of England, in one of the very rare 
speeches he makes says he doesn't know when it 
will end. 

To a dinner audience of British and Continental 
bankers and financiers at the Mension House in 
London a few evenings ago he said: 

The difficulties are so vast, the forces so un- 
limited and so novel and precedents so locking 
thet I approach the whole subject, not only in 
ignorance but in humility. It is too great for 
me, but I am willing to do my best. 

When it comes to the future, I hope we may 
all see the approaching light at the end of the 
tunnel which some are already able to point 
out to us. I, myself, see it somewhat indis- 
tinctly. 

I admit that, for the moment, the way is not 
clear. I can only say in the words of the old 
hymn “One step enough for me.” A

Schawb’s assurance that we are on the verge of a 
new prosperity bigger than anything the world ever 
has known; but it sounds more honest. It inspires 
the hope that the more modest Englishmen really

In the meantime, Senator Borah of United 


States is actively agitating for the reduction of 
farm debts. There. as in Canada, farmers are in 
revolt against foreclosures of mortgages given 


when commodity prices were double that of today. 

Total farm debts in U.S. are $9,000,000 000. In- 
surance companies have $1,700,000,000 of their $16,- 
000,000,000 assets invested in farm lands. 

Says Borah, “The great insurance and mortgage 
companies must scale down the debts. The govern- 
ment cannot reach the problem by legislation.” 

Following up the demand for the reduction of 
farm debts, the New York World-Teleg-am has 
been compiling figures. These compilements show 
that if the insurance companies devoted their sur- 
plus income for a year to reduction of farm mort- 
gages, they could reduce the total by two-thirds, 
and at a Joss of gross income of only two ver cent
